OUCESTER, Mass., November 2&.—The 
fishing schooner Perey arrived today from 
George's banks, having on board Captain 
Darrah and crew ofthe Brig Mary Fink, picked 
up yesterday evening twenty-five miles south- 
east of Thatcher’s island. Captain Darrah 
states that he sailed from Bath at 5 o’clock 
Sunday morning for Philadelphia with 625 
tons of ice.

The wind increased toa hurricane, and the 
set sails blown into ribbons. ‘The sea 
washed everything movable from the decks 
and carried away rails and bulwarks. | 

The vessel was hove to Sunday night, and 
had began to leak. The men worked _§inces- 
santly at the pumps, but the water gained so 
fast, and the vessel rolled so heavily, that they 
svere forced. on Monday forenoon to abandon 
her, she having becofe unmanageable. The 
crew took to a boat. Two mates and a seaman 
were badly injured by the seas breaking over 
the vessel. They Pay by the brig all night, 
and several of the crew were badly frost bitten. 
Tuesday morning several went on board the 
yesse] avain, but were unable to work her, she 
having seven feet of water inthe hold. They 
returned to the boat. The Percy arrived when 
the crew were almost exhausied, having had 
no food for forty-eight hours. The Percy took 
the (brig in tow, but was unable to hold her, 
and finally jet her go adrift. She was a good 
vessel! of 406 tous, built at Milbridge in 1873, 
and recently rebuilt at Boston. She was owned 
by Darrah & Elwell, of Philadeiphia, her hail- 
jug port. Cauvtain Darrah called upon the city 
physician here for assistance to send the in- 
jured sailors tothe United States marine hos- 
pital at Boston, and says the physician refused 
to act in the matter at all, and told himif they 
Wanted to get to Boston they could walk there.

DEATH OF MRS. GENERAL SHERMAN. 

by Her Children, She Breathes 
Her Last. 

New York, November 28.—Mrs. Ellen Ew- 
ing Sherman, wife of General W. 'T. Sherman, 
died at 10 o’clock this morning at her resi- 
dence, No. 75 West Seventy-first street. Mrs. 
Sherman had been suffering from heart troubles 
for a number ef years and about three weeks 
ago she was taken seriously ill, so that mem- 
bers of her family requested Dr. C. L. Smith 
and several other physicians to attend her. 

Mrs. Sherman continued to grow worse, and 
on Sunday it was thought that she could not 
live. Dr. Pepper, of Philade)phia, was in at- 
tendance, and Sunday night ste rallied so that 
it was thought that she might recover. Last 
evening a relapse took place and her symptoms 
decane so alarming that General Sherman 
was advised to telegraph for his children. 
Dr. Smith remained at the house all 
night, together with professional nurses. 
Puring the night Mrs. Sherman 
slept quietly during short periods, but at 8 
o'clock this norning it became apparent that 

he could not live but a few hours. General 
Sherman was notitied, and he and his children, 
Rachael, Lizzie and Tecumseh, who live at 
ome, were at the bedside when Mrs. Sher- 
man breathed her last. 

The sad news was sent to Rev. Thomas F. 
Sherman, the dead woman’s son, who is a

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THE HRONEK TRIAL. 
A Case in Which Dynamite is the Important 
Issue. 

Cuicaco, November 28.—The criminal court 
room was crowded this morning when the 
ITronek dynamite trial was resumed. Hronek 
had changed a good deal in Ifis appearance 
He looked worried, 
and shifted about nervously in his seat, and 
eagerly listened to every word of the testi- 
mony. The first witness was Officer Muchaski, 
one of Inspector Bonfield’s Bohemian detect- 
jury the details of the con- 
fession mude by Hrouek after his arrest. After 
the conspirators had been locked up in jail, 
Muchaski visited Hronek in the cell. Hronek 
had a copy of the Daily News in his hand. 

‘*] have just been reading here,’’ he said, 
‘that some of the people who were arrested 
with me are giving things away, and putting 
allthe blaine on me. Now, Iam going to tell 
the whole truth.”’ 

Muchaski arranged a meeting between 
IIronek, Inspector Bonfield and the steno- 
grapher in thejlibrary of the jail.

He never said 
that he was prepared to kill President Cleve- 
iand, or would go into the courtroom with 
bombs. Karafiat, he said, left both of the 
bombs and dynamite at his house in October, 
1885, and never returnedr fo it. He had never 
heard from Karafiat but once since then, and 
that was when he received a letter from him 
dated at Memphis last May. Soon after the 
bombs were left at his house, Hronek said he 
grew afraid, and threw fifteen of them into the 
river. On cross examination Hronek said that 
the cans found in the woodshed were put there 
by an old man who boarded at the house, and 
who picked them up on the lake front umong 
the refuse. They were designed to hold paint, 
and for other harmless uses.

And Florida Happy Once More—Indigna’ 
tion Over the Board of Health— 
Cool Weather and Fruwst. 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla., November 28.—The 
Official bulletin: New cases 3, all white; 
deaths none. ‘Total cases 4,608. 

There is great indignation over the refusal 
of the board of health to issue a proclamation 
allowing the return of refugees into the city. 
There was talk today of a public meeting to 
denounce the board, but this did not meet 
with snufticient support. Influence 
brought to bear by 
the’ refugees to be allowed to 
enter the city, and some citizens here go so far 
as to say that they will protect the refugees 
from arrest in case they come in on the trains. 
Hazen, a returned New York refugee, who has 
been residing at Burnside Beach of late, came 
totowntoday. He was arrested and fined 
$100. He refused to pay the fine, and now 
lies in the» city jail. On the other 
hand, one or two refugees are 
known to come in on today’s northern train, 
and no notice of the fact was taken by the 
police.. The Times-Union, in a long Feo 
this morning, condemned the action of the 
authorities, and advocated immediate permis- 
sion for the entry of refugees. Among other 
things it says: ‘*Experience lras demonstrated 
that there is little, ifany, danger of contract- 
ing the vellow fever after the fall of frost. 
This epidemic does not differ, so far as we can 
see, from past visitations of the disease in 
other localities. The frost having been heavy 
all over the country is the open sesame which 
should admit the refugees again within the 
gates Of theirown city. Ifthe authorities here 
have not ordered in this wide promulgation, 
they have at least never spoken a word which 
would lead the refugees to think differently. 
Now, if we are to be guided by the dominant 


Whoever 
heard of wholesale dissinfection before, or 
whoever heard of shutting the people out of 
the city? Whata metamorphosis? We have 
already had two frosts, one light, the other 
moderately heavy. Now, what valid reason 
can be given for refusing the refugees an en- 
trance here? ‘Two-thirds or three-quarters of 
them would come to the houses that have not 
been infected, even if we admit this to be fact, 
or of danger after the fall of frost. We shall 
be playing the refugees false if we keep them 
outany longer. We have been told that frost 
would remove all danger, and now suddenly to 
take all this back, and compel them to wait 
for nearly four weeks, while disinfection is in 
progress, would be unwarranted, unpreceden- 
ted, unjust and even tyrannical.”’

WASHINGTON, November 28.—Surgeon Por- 
ter, at Jacksonville, Fla., today telegraphed 
to Sureecon-General Hamilton that as two 
frosts have occurred and the fever is princi- 
pally confined to South Jacksonville, across 
the river, he recommends that restrictions to 
railroads to the city be removed so far as to 
permit persons to leave the city, but that unac- 
climated persons be not allowed to return until 
after disinfection. ~~

YELLOW FEVER IN NEW YORK. 


Another Case Reported, the Victim a Florli- 
dian. 

New York, November 28.—Another case of 
yellow fever was reported by Dr. George C. 
Wilson tonight, in the person of Raphael De 
Lano, of 76 Mulberry street. De Lanoarrived 
from. Jacksonville with his wife and two chil- 
dren today, and was taken sick soon after his 
arrival. Shortly after noon black vomit began, 
and Dr, Wilson notified the police and board 
of health, who at once had him removed 
to the reception hospital, De Lano 
told the doctor that he had been in Jackson- 
ville during the epidemic, and had nursed sev- 
eral patients, but had never caught it bimself. 
As the man and his family at once went to a 
densely populated {talian quarter, fears are 
enteratined that the germs may have spread. 
Dr. Edson, of the health board, said he had 
not learned of the case until 11 o’clock tonight, 
and that he had not yet made an investigation. 

Dr. Edson examined the man late this even 
ing, and pronoudced it a genuine case of yel 
low fever. 
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THE OYSTER TROUBLE, 


Maryland’s State Force Unable to Enforce 
the Law. 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., November 28.—Colonel 
Victor Baughman, state comptroller, and one 
of the state fishery board, has been aboard the 
state steamer McLane, making a secret official 
investigation of the Chesapeake bay oyster 
trouble. His report‘submitted to the board to- 
day states that the state force,though. willing to 
carry out the laws, was without proper equip- 
ment; that the officers c: mplain that when 
violators of the oyster laws are brought before 
justices of the peace or arraigned in court, de- 
lays are-interposed and technical defenses al- 
lowed that resultin the acquittal of the ac 
cused. This tends to demoralize the force. 
The board determined that every effort should 
be made to bring the offenders to punishment 
and to uphold the dignity of the state. Sealed 
orders were sent to deputy commanders of the 
force. It was resolved to equip every vessel 
with eannon, as well as other weapons and to 
secure the use of these, the governor and 
comptroller, as directed, went to Washington.

Against their pardon there 
has been but one formal protest, thatof the 
reform league. I am satisfied that the people 
believe mercy ought to be extended to these 
men.

THE INDIANAPOLIS STRIKE. 
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A Newand Dangerous Phase Developed in 
the Strike. 

INDIANAPOLIS, November 28.—The switch- 
men’@strike has assumed a new and threaten- 
ing pRase, Traflic in the yards and on the belt 
road moved along with regularity today. The 
officials assert that new men are applying con- 
stantly. The situation with the strikers has 
grown desperate. They must do something, 
consequently they called a secret conference 
last night, with the engineman and firemen, 
at which a very stroug sentiment fa- 
vorable to the switchmen was manifested, 
After a proionged discussion, a decision was 
reached, which the striking men hailed with 
pleasure, In accordance with the action of 
the meeting a committee of the three brother- 
hoods was appointed to call upen the officers 
of the various roads today and request them 
to submit the matter at issue between them 
and the switchmen to arbitraiion. This fore- 
noon the committee called on the sev- 
eral superintendents and _ followed its 
instructions. No threat accompanied the 
request, and the officials were 
left to judge for themselves whether a refusal 
to heed it will lead toa greater complication. 
That they regarded this phase of the trouble 
as mich more serious than mere surface ap- 
pearances indicates, is evident from the haste 
with witieh they gathered into secret conference 
at the UBion station. The result of this confer- 
ence Of superintendents has, as yet, taken no 
definite form, either for arbitration or couces- 
sion. “he brakemen have been outspoken in 
their sympatiy for the switchmen ever since 
the strike began. On several occasions, early 
in the trouble, they refused to fill places va- 
cated by the strikers, and were discharged. 
This agtion they took simply as individuals, 
but itis now understood that their brother- 
hood has —— on the question, and oflicially 
instructed its members tu fill no places which 
the switchmen have abandoned. 

Fighting the Brewers’ Union. 

New York, November 28.—The headquar- 
tersof ale and porter bossses, No. 2 Irving 
place, presented a lively scene this morning, 
when hundreds of men fermed in line to be 
registered to take the places of the journey- 
men brewergs.to be locked out. Men employed 
in various breweries were interrogated today 
as to whether they were ready to give up the 
union. Those replying im the affirmative were 
retained on their work, while those express- 
ing their loyalty to the union were informed 
that there was no more work for them. The 
number of men to be locked out cannot be as- 
certained as yet. but it is thought that a large 
majority will stick by the union. 

It is now definitely settled that there will be 
no lock out of the brewing employes, as they 
have accepted the terms of the bosses. ‘The 
men were to have met tonight, but the meet- 
ing did not take place, The men were found 
in the neighborhood of their meeting place, 
however, in groups, discussing the situation, 
and it was generally agreed that it would be 
suicidal to allow themselves to be locked out 
in view of the hundreds of non-union applica- 
tions for their ploces.

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He Compromises His Differences With His 
Partners. 

PHILADELPHIA, November 28.—A meeting 
of the directors of the Keely Motor company 
was held in this city yesterday, and it is said 
that all of the differences between Keely and 
the board have been compromised by the 
formaticn of plans for an entire reorganization 
of the company, which will be submitted to 
the stockholders at ther annual meeting, De- 
cember 12th, for approval. The plans provide 
for a capital of $5,000,000, divided into 500,000 
shares of S10 each, instead of 100,000 shares at 
$50 each. as at present. Of the stock 200,000 
shares will be allotted to present stockholders, 
2),000 Shares will go to Keely, and 100,000 
shares are toremain in the treasury. Keely, 
with his share of the stock, is to redeem out- 
standing certificates used by him on account 
of advances made by friends to forward 
the development of what he _ claims 
to be a new force, and for which 
purpese a new company was to have been 
formed. The action of the directors heals all 
differences heretofore existing between the 
inventor and the directors, and the proposed 
new company will control all the various ma- 
chines and forces discovered by Keely.

WHERE HE I8- MET BY CHEERING 
THOUSANDS, 


WHO BLOCK THE STREETS TO SEE HIM 


The Enthusiastic Character of the Demon- 
@e Stration—Senators Brown and Col- 
qguitt Present on the Occasion. 


Aveusta, Ga., November 28.—[{Special.]— 
Such a crowd was never before seen at the 
union depot as was assembled there to meet 
the Georgia fast train tonight. It recalled the 
memories of Cleveland’s day at the Atlanta 
exposition. 

The crowd was there to meet the eloquent 
young Grady and his party. The fast train 
pulled in promptly on schedule time, and con- 
sisted of ten ‘coaches, all of which were filled 
and running over with passengers. Every 
inch of sitting room in the cars was filled, and 
the aisles and platforms were crowded. Nearly 
one-fourth of the Geérgia house of represent- 
atives were on board, and a large sprinkling of 
the senate. The train was so leng that the 
front portion extended considerably beyond 
the eastern portion of the car shed, while the 
rear ran beyond the western limits. 

When the passengers alighted there was not 
afoot of room left vacant. Every eye was 
bent to cateh a glimpse of Grady, and the cars 
containing the’ Atlanta delegation were sur- 
rounded with a mass of humanity that was 
almost impossible to penetrate, Senator Brown 
and party came down in the private coach of 
the senator. Mr. Grady and his party were 
brought hither in President Phinizy’s private 
car. Mrs. Brown accompanied the senator, 
and in the same car war also Senator Colquitt. 
The Atlauta delegation was met by areception 
committee, consisting of Hon. R. H. May, 
chairman; General C. A. Evans and Mr. E. 
Devenny. 

When Mr. Grady made his appearance on 
the platform of the car he was greeted with 
tremendous applause. He took off his hat in 
acknowledgement. -of the welcome, and at- 
temnted to pass down the steps. The crowd, 
however, continued to swell. The applause 
grew so deafening that Mr, Grady saw that he 
was expected to say something. Again re- 
moving his hat, he faced his audience and 
said :

An Alabama Murderer Traced into Ar- 
kansas.

He 
was jailed Monday by Sheriff Wolf, who says 
bis real name is Morrow, and that he is refu- 
gee from Jefferson county, Ala., where he, is 
wanted to answer the charge of murder com- 
mitted ten years ago.

He then ran away 
and located in Balter county, this state, where 
he has since lived under the name of Simmons.

He has conducted himself as a good citizen, 
and his arrest caused a great sensation. 


THE WOMAN CONVICTED. 


She Had Poisoned Her Husband, Her Son 
and Her Daughter. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., November 28.—The 
jury in the case of Mrs. Sarah Jane White-

KING MILAN IN THE RING. 


Russia Wants to Borrow tho American 
Surplus. 

Lonpvon, November 28.—The St. Petersbu 
correspondent of the Daily News says: ‘It 
asserted in panslavist quarters that positive 
proofs have been obtained that King Milan 
has formally joined the triple alliance, and 
that a secret treaty, which he has signed, will 
be published shortly. It is hoped that this 
will provoke a revolution in Servia.”’ 

The Daily Telegraph's correspondent at St. 
Petersburg says: ‘The minister of finanee 
hopes to induce America to invest her surplus 
revenue in Russian loans. Hence the ukase, 
referring to the new loan, expressly fixed the 
rate of exchange at which interest on the 
ree loan will be paid in American dol- 
ars.’ 

Debate on the German Budget. 


Beri, November 25.—In the reichstag toe 
day the debate on the budget was resumed. 
Herr Liebknecht, radical, attacked the foreign 
policy of the government, and suggested that is 
ought to propose general F.ucropean disarma- 
ment. 

Herr Von Boetticher, Prussian minister of 
state and imperial secretary of state 
for the interior, declared that the sugges- 
tion was impracticable. Bismarck, he said, 
had never provoked a conflict. On the con- 
trary he steadfastly sought peace. The federal 
government, Von Boetticher said, were well 
aware that social legislation of past years had 
not removed all the evils, but they would have 
been held forgetful of duty if they had done 
nothing. Their eatieavor had been to remedy 
evils singly. The government cast back upon 
the socialist party the charge of pursuing @ 
policy of aggravation. 1t was the desire of 
the government to reconcile antagonism and 
promote the welfare of all classes. 

The colonial question was paramount in the 
debate, almost all of the speakers referring te 
the subject. 

Von Benningsen said that Germany ought 
not to be discouraged by the failures in east 
Africa. She should not give upthe game as 
lost on the first check. England, Spain and 
Portugal had met with simi’ar misfortunas at 
first. Referring to the naval loan he sa:d that 
the amount asked was not suflicient to build 
and equip twenty-cizht additional! vessels, and 
he demanded a careful examination of the 
question. 

From the Vatican. 

Rome, Noveimnber 23.—The vatican hag ree 
ceived hundreds of telegrams inquiring 
whether the pope intends to quit Rome. Care 
dinal Rampolla has replied to nuncios abroad 
that nothing has been decided upon. 

An inquiry has been addressed to the Gere 
mau governmeut, through Baron Von 
Schoeser, as to whether Emperor William’s 
silence with reference to his visit to the pope 
is to be interpreted as an indication of cold- 
ness between Germany and the vatican. In 
accordance with the requestof Austria and 
Spain, Cardinal Rampolia has instrueted the 
nuncios at Vienna and Madrid to endeavor te 
prevent projected Catholic meetings to demand 
the restoration of the pope’s temporal rights,

The Lease of the Road by the Richmond 
Terminal Company—The Earnings and 
Expenses of the Past Year. 


Breuincuam, Ala., November 28.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Georgia Pacific Railway company was held 
here today. There was present, or represented, not 
only the controlling stock held by the Richmond 
and West Point Terminal Railway and Warehouse 
company, but also largely more thana majority of 
all the private stock. 

The annual report of the president and directors 
for the fiscal year ending September 20th, 1588, was 
presented and adoptcd. The total mileage, main 
and branch lines, of the road comstructed and in 
operation is 3774 miles. The gap between Colum- 
bus, Miss., and Johnsonville, Miss., 141 miles, is 
under construction. about 100 miles having been 
graded and about 50 miles of track laid. It is ex- 
pected that this 141 miles will be completed and the 
miatrrow gauge from Johnsonville to Greenville 
changed so as to gives through line of standard 
gauge from Atiauta tothe ‘iisssssippi riverby July 
1,1889. The earnings, expenses and changes for 
the yearare: Gross earnings $1,324,928,22; _opera- 
ting expenses, $957,750.53; net earnings, $367,145.69; 
taxes, $40,614.20; interest on first mortgage bonds, 
224,700; interest on consolidated seC- 
ond mortgage bonds, $74,295; interest 
on the Georgla Pacific equipment 
trust certificates, $22.320.00: interest on floating 
Sane SOt0, 912.08. Total, $372,851.03. Deficit, $3,- 
70. ork 

Charges to ‘‘betferment account:’’ For construc. 

tion, $158,121.67; .or equipment, $688,251.49. Total, 
$545,373.16. Theequipment of the road has been 
increased during tne year as follows: Locomotives, 
nine; passenger cars, six; freight cars 678, The total 
equipment of the road consists of: Locomotives, 
Oo7; passenger cars, 38; freight cars, 2,184. 6,214 
miles of new 60', pound steel rail were laid during 
the year. 
& The Woodlawn Pessemer bran:h line and the belt 
line, at Bessemer, Ala., 20% miles, were complet- 
ed during the year, Over five miles of 
new sidings were put in, making 
the present side tracks about sixty-nine miles in all, 
Nearly twenty-four miles of track was ballasted 
and reballasted during the year. Two hundred and 
thirty thousand six hundred and seven new cross- 
ties were used during the year, including 168,746 
putin on the finished road: twelve tresties were 
filled and five partly filled, and culverts constructed 
for filling five additional trestles. The tunnel at 
Davisville mountain was further reduced during 
the year 135 feet, leay.ng only 165 feet to be taken 
out. Further important changes and improvements 
in alignment have been made, saving 1,600 feet in 
the length of the line and throwing out many do- 
grees of curvature. A number of new buildings, 
depots, section houses, etc., were put up. 

The revenues of the road were somewhat affected 
by the completing of new competing lines, and 
the temporary fulling off in building and in 
local travel, and still more by the 
yeliow fever excitement and the consequent rigid 
quarantine obtaining along itslinein August and 
September. There has been a larger outiay than 
usual for expenses, ete., Owing to various Causes 
specified in the report. 

The lease of the works and property of the Georgia 
Pacitic Railway company to the Richmond and 
Danville Railroad company, heretofore approved 
by the boards of directorsof the two companies, was 
unsnimously approved by the stockholders. This 
lease is for twenty years with the privilege of re- 
newal as provided therein. It may he called an 
operating lease, The Richmond and Danville Rail- 
road company agrees to account to the Georgia 
Pacific Rallway company for the full net earnings 
of the road, after providing for necessary 
betterments, additions, equipment, inter- 
est n bonds and other charges. 
Provision is made for maintaining the corporate 
existence of the Georgia Pacific railway company, 
and for all proper extensions, new acquisition-, 
arbitrations, and torfeitures. 

The Richmond and Danville ra!’ :oad company 
acrees that the earnings shall equal the sum neces- 
sary to pay fixed charges, including taxes, interest 
on first mortgage six per cent bonds, and the inter- 
est on consolidated second mortgage tive per cent 
bonds. That is, tosay, in case o any deficiency of 
earnings for these purposes, the Richmond and 
Danville railroad company isto advance any mon- 
eys needed to make up and pay such deficiency, the 
said advances being in the nature of a floating 
debt, constituting, however. a preferred charge on 
the income of the Georgia Pacific Railway company 
next before the interest on its income bonds. 

It is considered that this tease will not only bene- 
fit the holders of the first mortgage six per cent 
bonds aud the consolidated second mortgage five 
per cent bonds, butthat, under its provisions the 
junior securities have assured them there full share 
of the future growth of the companies, and it is be- 
licved that theinterests of the communities and 
the people along the existing and projected lines of 
the Georgia Pacific Railway company will be pro- 
moted thereby. It is understood that the stockhold- 
ers of the Richmond and Danville Railroad com- 
pany will act upon this lease at their annual meet- 
lug in Richmond on December 45th, 1588,

Simmons, J.—There was no equity in the 
bill filed below by plaintiff inerror. That bill 
shows that as executor he failed to carry out 
the direction in his testator’s will to sell all of 
the testator’s property, pay his debts and in- 
vest the surplus in land forthe benefit of his 
widow and children. Instead of doing this he 
sold nearly all the personalty and exchanged 
the land of testator for a smaller tract, receiv- 
ing asum of money for the difference in valua 
of the two tracts, the money thus derived with 
that received from the sale of personalty being 
apparently sufficient to pay testator’s debts. 
He failed to pay these debts, but alleges 
he was afterwards sued. and judgment 
was obtained against him as adminis 
trator, and execution was about to be levied 
on the said smaller tract, when the eldest son 
of testator paid the judgment and complain- 
ant gave his note, signing it as executor, to 
such son for the amountof the execution. 
Ho fails to state in the bill who the execution 
creditor was or what was the date or amount 
of the execution, and upon what kind of debt 
the judgment was predicted. He claims he 
gave the note for that judgment and certain 
accounts, Which accounts were paid by the 
son, but these accounts appear to have been 
made after testator’s death for supplies to the 
widow and children, for which the estate was 
not liable. He does not show to whom the 
title to the land was made; if it were to him- 
self as executor and the land is still assets of 
the estate it does not appear why he cannot 
administer it, though it may have been sold 
under a decree to which he was not a party. 
The bill being filed to subject the land to a 
judgment obtained against him upon his note 
by said son of testator, and it was for the above 
reasons properly dismissed.

O89,) that the sheriff, who sold the land in 
question to claimant under an execution in 
favor of atrustee for said sheriff and wife, 
could not have levied the execution, and that 
his sale to claimant wasillegal, and the deed 
he made to her illegal also, binds the parties 
to this case. 

2, There was no error in ruling out the deed 
referred to above. It would not have been 
proper to allow claimant to show by parol that 
at the time of the levy and sale the sheriff and 
his wife had been divorced and said wife was 
the only usee in the judgment. The records 
of courts, can not be changed by parol testimo- 
ny in cases of this sort. 

3. While it may have been intimated in the 
former decision of this case thatif the deed 
had been offered as a voluntary deed it should 
have been admitted, there was no evidence 
offered upon the trialnow under review to 
show that the decd wasa voluntary deed on 
the part of defendant in execution to -claim- 
ant, who was his wife. Recital by the sheriff, 
in his illegal levy that the property was point- 
ed out by defendant in execution, is not suffi- 
cient to bind any one, orto admit the deed in 
evidence. 

4. The equitable pleaof claimant was pro- 
perly stricken. alleged that she bought in 
good faith, paid her own money and that this 
payment was applied to executions older than 
that levy, of which this claim was inter- 
posed, etc.. but does not state who were the 
parties to those executions, to whom they be- 
longed, the amount thereof, the date, or the 
courts in which they were obtained. Scruggs 
vs. burke et. al., this terin.

In our news columns yesterday appeared 
® letter from General Harrison, addressed 
to a correspondent in Greenville, 8. C. In 
this letter, tho president-elect suggests that

General Harrison then goes on to say that 
he believes the policies in legislation ad- 
vised by the republican party are wholesome 
for the whole country, and he adds: ‘If 
those (in the south) who, in their hearts, 
believe with us upon these questions would 
act with us, some other questions that give 
you local concern would settle themselves.” 

In other words, Genera! Harrison gives it 
as his opinion that if @mocratic protection- 
ists would act with the republicans, the ne- 
gro problem would cease to be a problem. 
To say nothing of the fundamental differ- 
ences that exist between democrats and re- 
publicans in regard to the administrative pol- 
icy of the government, it ought to be appar- 
ent to General Harrison, if he understands 
anything about the southern situation. as it 
is to be hoped he does, that the negro prob-

NEW YORK STOCKS.

NEW YORK, November 28.—The stock market 
was quiet today, aud while heavy for the general 
list made no marked movements except in gran- 
gers, which scored declines extending to 6 per cent, 
though a portion of the losses was recovered before 
the close. There was a general indisposition to op- 
erate among those interes‘s in the market this 
morning, and trading during the forenoon was 
devoid of special feature, though grangers, and 
Omahasin particular, showed marked weakness, 
There was nothing in the news of the day to make 
any important change in the market, but after noon 
there were vienty of rumors put afloat, evidently 
with the object of depressing the list. The special 
stock selected for this attempt was Rock Island, 
aud it was asserted that the management was notin 
favor of the new arrangement among the western 
roads and that it had refused to advsnce rates. The 
dividend was afterwards said to be in danger of 
reduction and rumors were seconded by the most 
vigorous attack upon that stock, which, on unusu- 
ally heavy business for it, dropped six points, drag- 
ging all grangers with it, and toa lesserextent the 
rest of the list. The reports were deniedin toto by 
President Cable, who happened to be in town, and 
more fayorable reports in regard to trunk line affairs 
met with no response until tuWard the close, when 
covering of shorts led to a partial rallyin the list. 
Southern, Southwestern and Vanderbilt stocks were 
exceptionally well held, but they were not able to 
make any headway against the general drift of 
prices, notwithstanding the support received. The 
market closed firm but at fractional losses for the 
day. Rock Island shows a net loss of 4 per cent 
but the rest of the list-lost fractional amounts only, 
The total business of the day was 251,000 shares.

BARRACKS CONTRACTORS WHO FEEL 
THEY WERE BADLY TREATED. 


They Say Their Losses are Due to His Ac- 
tions—The Visit of an Officer and an In- 
vestigation—Condition of the Barracks. 


Some of the contractors on the new barracks 
are loud in their complaint of the treatment 
they have received at the hands of, Captain 
Jacobs, the United States officer in charge, and 
an investigation of the charges they make is 
a probability. 

General Charles G. Sawtelle, assistant quar- 
termaster of the regular army, was in the city 
yesterday, looking into these charges.

Contractor W. F. Bowe, who built a number

“The state of affairs out there has been well 
nigh unendurable,”’ said one of the contractors 
yesterday. ‘‘We tovk the contracts, gave our 
bonds and have, therefore, been completely at 
the mercy of Captain Jacobs who has been 
most arbitrary in his dealings with us all. 
There is, so far as I know, only one contractor 
who has not lost money and he had a small 
contract. This loss was largely due, we claim, 
to Captain Jacobs’s compelling us to do work 
not included in our contracts, and if there is 
any probability of getting justice from the 
government, we will get our money.”’ 

There is a mighty mad set of contractors, 
and some of the stories they tell are somewhat 
peculiar. But they didn’t get much satisfac- 
tion from General Sawtelle, although they. 
fun! him a most affable and accom- 
mouating gentleman. Yesterday morning he 
went with Mr. Porter King, who is associated 
with Captain Jackson in the Howard case, 
over the building, and the alleged changes 
from the contract were pointed out. The at- 
torneys representing Mr. Lowe and Mr. Ever- 
son also called on General Sawtelle and talked 
over their cases. ‘he general listened atten- 
tively, and will make a report upon his return 
to Washington. 

The Condition of the Work. 

“Thave madeathorough inspection of the 
barracks buildings,’’ said General Sawtelle to 
@ CONSTITUTION reporter, ‘‘and I must say 
that they are among the bestin the country. 
I find them excellent in every respect.’ 

“What about these contractors’ claims?” 

‘“‘T am here on a tour of inspection, and am 
incidentally looking into theseclaims. I have 
foun‘ that contractors with losing contracts 
are very apt to find fault. While that may 
not be the only trouble here, 
it is often the case. The government 
expects everything well done, and is willing 
to pay the full value of the work. Weare 
compelled to let all work to the lowest quali- 
fied bidder, and there have been a good many 
cases of contractors who have undertaken more 
than they were capable of accomplishing. The 
claims of these Atlanta gentlemen will be 
given due consideration, and I have no doubt 
will be promptly attended to.”’ 

‘*What about increasing the barracks here ?”’ 

“The original plan was, as you doubtless 
know, to provide quarters for a full regiment 
of artillery. The accommodations as now 
completed, provide for four companies. We 
hope to secure a large enough appropriation 
from the next congress to enable us to carry 
out the original design. There is a genere}7 
desire in the army to make Atlanta one pt the 
important points, and Ia >It Wil be one 
of the most_popittarsteticns in the army.”

Among the many laws regulating the sale 
of liquor, adopted by the general council of 
Atlanta, was one which precludes the sale of 
the stuff on election days or holidays. Thanks- 
giving Day isa national holiday, and as such 
the prohibitionists claim that it comes within 
the law, and declare that the saloons should 
be closed. 

The matter was discussed a great deal yes- 
terday, and finally Mayor Cooper was called 
upon. He declined, however, to say that the 
saloons should close, and referred all inquiries 
to the city attorney. Mr. Goodwin was at 
first not prepared to talk, but finally said:
